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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed 28 June 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-10, 12-13, 15-21, 23-25, 27-28, 30-40, and 42-50 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior art of record fails to specifically teach the limitations of the claims. 
Although Stonedahl does teach a system and method for selecting, capturing, and 
distributing customized event recordings, Stonedahl fails to teach some of the pertinent 
limitations, such as an identifier that is broadcasted by a recording device. In addition, 
the best prior art of record of Stonedahl fails to teach the limitations that utilize location, 
for example, that specific proximity relationships and vantage points are utilized when 
determining whether to store the identifier in the memory communicatively coupled to 
the article and that first and second locations are identified in order to offer information 
for distribution. Further, the best prior art of record fails to teach the use of anonymity 
when ordering and distributing items. 

Hence the best prior art of record fails to teach the invention as set forth in claims 
2-10, 12-13, 15-21 , 23-25, 27-28, 30-40, and 42-50 and the examiner can find no 
teaching of the specific event recording system, nor reasons within the cited prior art or 
on her own to combine the elements of these references other than the applicant's own 
reasoning to fully encompass the current pending claims. In addition, see applicant's 
reasoning in amendment/response filed 28 June 2004.
